Meantime, a crew of the San 
Francisco regional office of the 
housing expediter neared comple- 
tion of a rental property survey 
here and the official in charge, 
Ernest A. Woodward, said decon- 
trol of unincorporated “fringe” 
areas would result should rent 
ceilings be lifted in Menlo Park 
itself. 


Woodward said his crew of 10 
field men are checking rental prop- 
erties not only in Menlo Park but 
in unincorporated adjacent areas in 
line with a policy of the housing 
expediter. 

“Decontrol action by the Menlo 
Park city council would apply only 
to the city itself,” he explained. 
“But under federal regulations, the 
expediter must decontrol any con- 
tiguous area, either by recommen- 
dation of the local government or 
on his own initiative, where there 
is no distinct separation between 
incorporated and unincorporated 
boundaries. We have found there 
cannot be a controlled ‘fringe’ along- 
Side a decontrolled area.” 


Woodward said his crew likely 
would finish its Menlo Park sur- 
vey today or tomorrow, and that 
within a few days the data would 
be available if the city council, 
the fair rent committee or any 
public group desire it. 

Woodward also said the survey 
is “as comprehensive as possible” 
and that all units in multiple dwell- 
ings are being checked individually 
to determine the total of such units 
and the number vacant. 

He said that single family dwell- 
ings are being covered “street by 
street” and that efforts are being 
made to determine whether unoccu- 
pied homes are for sale or rent, if 
there are no signs present. 

The fair rent committee petition 
submitted Tuesday night said the 
group believes decontrol here is just- 
ified at this time. It stated that 
as of Aug. 1, there were reported to 
the committee 269 rental housing 
units in Menlo Park, vacant or un- 
occupied. Thirty-four units were 
vacant and 32 were vacant and for 
Sale, the petition said. 

“This sample survey,” the peti- 
tion said, “indicates a vacancy 
ratio of 12.6 per cent of rental 
units. The committee respectfully 
submits that the aforementioned 
in itself represents a prima facie 
ease for decontrol of rental units 

in Menlo Park.” 


Ingram said that complete infor- 
mation on the survey was being 
compiled in a 50-page report, to be 
submitted should a public hearing

1944 the total tax rate has been 
cut! For although the city tax rate 
held about constant over the last 
five years, county, school and spec- 
ial district taxes doubled during the 
period. This year, however, only 
the Menlo Park fire district and the 
Sequoia high school bond rates in- 
creased by a significant amount. 
Sharp reductions occurred in the 
rates for San Mateo county and the 
Menlo Park elementary school dist- 
Tict. 

The tax rates for the city and for 
the hospital district were down 
moderately. Other rates were about 
the same. That part of Menlo Park 
in the Ravenswood school district, 
however, found the increase in the 
Ravenswood school district and 
Menlo Park fire district rates large- 
ly offsetting the decrease in the 
county rate. For several months 
these residents of our city have en- 
joyed lower gas and electric rates 
which more than offset city taxes. 

In about three-quarters of the 
city the tax rate will be $7.296 per 
$100 compared with $8.279 last 
year, a drop of almost 12 per cent. 
In the principal portion of our 
Ravenswood annexation, the rate 
is $8.206, and in most of the bal- 
ance $8.426. Excluding the city 
tax the rates are_ respectively 
$7.026 and $7.246. Last year the 
rates in these areas ran between 
$7.1865 and $7.356. The city tax 
of $1.18 is reduced in these areas 
this year by elimination of the 
Ravenswood lighting tax of $.325 
and the Menlo Park lighting dist- 
rict tax of $.226, as the city pays 
the cost of street lighting. 

The tax rates of the various tax- 
ing bodies are as follows this year. 
The City of Menlo Park rate is $1.18, 
down 512 per cent from last year, 
and down 6 per cent from 1944-45. 
The San Mateo county rate is $1.81, 
down 20 per cent from last year, 
but up 58 per cent over 1944-45. The 
Menlo Park school district rate is 
$1.48, down 29 per cent from last 
year, but up 227 per cent over 1944- 
45. The Sequoia high school rate 
is $1.28, up 9% per cent over last 
year, and up 78 per cent over 1944-45. 
The Menlo Park fire district rate is 
82 cents, up 7 per cent over last 
year, and up 83 per cent over 1944- 
45. The Menlo Park sanitary dist- 
rict rate is 25 cents, unchanged from 
last year and up 163 per cent over 
1944-45. Sequoia hospital district 
rate is 24 cents, down 11 per cent 
from last year. 

There was no hospital tax in 
1944-45. A surprise newcomer a- 
mong the i2xes we pay is the San 
Mateo county harbor district with 
six-tenths of one cent. This dist- 
rict was recently revived and has 
not heretofore levied a tax for 
many years. Other tax rates levied 
are junior college tuition, county 
library and mosquito abatement 
with a total of 23 cents. This is 
unchanged from last year, and 
up 141 per cent over 1944-45. The 
total of $7.296 is, as pointed out 
about, down 12 per cent from fast 
year, but up 73 per cent over 1944- 
45. 

The City of Menlo Park is very 
proud that its tax rate this year is 
6 per cent under the rate in 1944-45 
(including the lighting district in 
that year, of course, for its func- 
tion was subsequently taken over by 
the city) while the rates for other 
taxing jurisdictions have all increas- 
ed greatly in the interim. Yet the 
City has meanwhile improved its 
services, issued bonds for the pur- 
chase of our 28-acre recreation and 
Civic center, and established a re- 
tirement system for city employees.

Confusion Over Parked Vehicles Is 


Cleared In New Act 


(Editor’s Note—This is the third 
and last in a series of articles on 
the financial responsibility law as 
revised by the 1949 legislature). 


SACRAMENTO—One of the most 
confusing sections of the 1948 fi- 
Nancial responsibility law, so far 
as the department of motor vehicles 
was concerned, dealt with “stopped, 
standing or parked” motor vehicles. 

Under terms of the 1948 statute, 
the operator of a motor vehicle 
which was stopped, standing or 
parked in compliance with the law 
was entitled to exemption from 
the requirement of security if in- 
volved in a reportable accident. 

Many drivers contended they were 
completely stopped at the time of 
an accident whereas other parties 
to the mishap contended the carvin 
question was moving. 

In determining whether a vehicle 
was “stopped” or “standing” the 
Gepartment frequently was placed in, 
the position of deciding liability for 
an. accident, a function which the 
financial responsibility law did not 
contemplate. 

To elminate this difficulty the 
section was rewritten to provide that 
exemption under the security de- 
posit provisions of the law could be 
established by filing evidence with 
the department that the vehicle was 
parked legally at the time of the 
accidnt. 

Virtually all other amendments 
effected by SB 1177 were of a tech- 
nical nature designed to assist the 
department in its administration 
of the act. 

Two other dills—AB 8061 and AB 
802—affecting the financial respons- 
ibility law, also were enacted dur- 
ing the 1949 session and became ef- 
fective upon signature. 

Assembly bill 801 provided for new 
procedures governing distribution of 
security. 

It amended the former law to pro- 
vide that security shall be deposited 
with the state treasurer instead of 
the state controller. 

The security is held available for 
payment of final judgments ren- 
dered against drivers on whose be- 
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Governing Mishaps 


half the deposits were made or for 
the payment of any settlement a- 
greed upon. Actions at law must 
be started not later than one year 
after the date of the accident or of 
deposit of security for the security 
to be made available. 

Distribution of funds from the 
security deposit is subject to lim- 
its of the department’s evaluation 
on behalf of a claimant but must 
not exceed the limits established 
by the act. These are $5,000 for 
the death or bodily injury of one 
person in any one accident, $10,000 
for the deaths or bodily injury of 
two or more persons, and $1,000 
for property damage. 

Assembly bill 802 which was en- 
acted early in the session, provided 
that a driver’s written report that 
he was covered by insurance was 
considered valid unless denied by 
his insurance carrier. 

This eliminated much unnecessary 
correspondence for the department 
and relieved insurance companies of 


providing the department with 
prompt verifications on all claims of 
insur. e coverage

Mean Eligibility 
For Care At Home 


Disabled veterans in San Mateo 
county may be eligible for admission 
to the Veterans Home of California 
for hospital or domiciliary care, but 
they are urged to consult Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service officer, be. 
fore making application. 

Granger pointed out that while 
the Veterans Home is now expand- 
ing its capacity to take care of in- 
creased numbers of aged and dis- 
abled veterans of all wars, it still 
maintains a substantial waiting list, 

Application forms and informa- 
tion about the home, which is lo- 
cated in Napa county, are available 
at the veterans service office in the 
courthouse, Redwood City. Veterans 
were emphatically advised not to 
travel to the home in the hope of 
qualifying for admission and with? 
out making prior arrangements. 

In addition to the requirement 
that he must have been a bona 
fide resident of California for 10 
years prior to date of application, a 
veteran must meet all the require- 
ments for disability, etc., that would 
apply if he were seeking to enter a 
federal government institution of 
the same type. 

At present the Veterans Home 
has approximately 1,300 members. 
Construction recently completed or 
nearing completion includes a new} 
200-bed convalescent barracks and 
a 100-bed addition to the hospital. 

The home is maintained by the 
state, with some assistance from the 
federal government.

County Tax Rafe Slashed 45 Cents 


The San Mateo county board of 
supervisors this week set $1.81 per 
$100 assesed valuation as the basic 
tax rate for the 1949-50 fiscal year. 

The supervisors also approved tax 
rates for the county’s school dist- 
ricts. 

The $1.81 tax rate is 45 cents less 
than last year’s and is the lowest 
basic rate set by the board in the 
past three years. 

Towns other than San Mateo, 
Burlingame, and Redwood City will 
have to pay six cents above the rate 
to maintain the county free library. 

The tax on assessed yaluation is 
planned to raise $3,538,178 of the 


$11,323,973.95 total budget. The re- 
mainder of the money will come 
from state and federal funds and 
from last year’s surplus, according 
to county Controller Fred Beer. 


Public spending in San Mateo 
county will total $27,317,346. This 
amount includes school districts and 
special assessment districts, but does 
not include the money spent by cit- 
ies within the county. 


Education will cost $12,847,607, of 
which $5,512,768 will be raised by lo- 
cal taxation. Subsidies and sur- 
pluses will provide the remainder.

Mayor Burgess then named the 
council as a committee of the whole, 
with Councilman Edward Church as 
chairman, to make a “thorough 
study” of the request. 

“This is not a refusal to call a 
hearing, but a study?” asked Church. 

“Yes,” the mayor replied. 

Ingram then asked that the com- 
mittee of the whole make its report 
10 days in advance of the Sept. 13 
council meeting.

“There is the time element,”
